resume it probably will not be 
immediately since Egypt alrea­ 
dy has announced its support for 
new peace efforts by United 
Nations peace negotiator Gun- 
nar V. Jarring. 
The 
Swedish 
diplomat 
is 
expected 
to hold talks with 
Egyptian and Israeli represen­ 
tatives separately starting in 
mid-January. 
A1 Ahram published a partial 
text of Sadat's speech to a joint 
session of the Central Commit­ 
tee of the Arab Socialist Union 
(ASU) and the People’s Council 
(parliam ent) which m et to take 
what Cairo Radio called 
“the 
final decision.” 
“ The decision (to fight) has 
already been taken.” Sadat said. 
"It rem ains the same. This ; 
means we must mobilize all our 
resources 
for the 
battle of 
liberation of the occupied lands. 
“ We 
shall 
continue 
our 
political action in all fields and 
leave the door open for all 
contacts.” 
E g y p t i a n 
g o v e r n m e n t 
officials 
interpreted 
Sadat’s 
speech to mean he would go to 
war only when all these peaceful 
efforts have failed. 
Fawzi went before parliam ent 
today to endorse Sadat’s speech. 
"It is our fate to fight, as it 
was the fate of those before us,” 
Riad said. “ The hour of decision 
is fast approaching and the 
chance for peace —if ever there 
was one —is dwindling. ” 
Sadat has said repeatedly 1971 
is the year of decision for a 
Middle E ast settlem ent, either 
by peace or war, but his speech 
left the way open for political 
moves.

Mariner 9 
to change 
Mars orbit 


PASADENA 
(UPI)— Scientists 
will order Mariner 9 to change its 
orbit around Mars slightly Thursday 
in their continuing struggle to map 
the red planet despite its huge dust 
storm. 
The lowest point of the orbit will 
be raised from 862 miles to 1,025 
miles, and the time needed to 
complete one orbit will be increased 
by 1 minute 19 seconds to 11 hours 59 
minutes 32 seconds. 
Increasing the altitude of the 
low est 
a pp ro a ch 
point 
will 
compensate for factors in the Mars 
gravitational 
field 
that 
were 
unknown when the mission was 
planned, and will also expand the 
area covered 
by the satellite’s 
cameras, a Mariner spokesman said 
Tuesday. 
M ariner 
scientists 
originally 
planned to complete the project’s 
main goal — photo mapping of 70 per 
cent of the Martian surface—in 
three 20day cycles, with a fourth 
cycle available to fill in gaps where 
the photos did not overlap. 
Mariner swung into orbit around 
Mars Oct. 13 after a 248 million mile 
journey of more than four months, 
only to radio back to the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory photographs 
ruined by a giant dust storm that 
concealed the planet’s features. 
The storm has been clearing very 
slowly, and the photos returned 
Tuesday, more than two months 
after 
the 
project 
began, 
were 
described by one researcher as 
“ somewhat better, but there is no 
great change except that some of 
them can be enhanced by a greater 
degree of computer work.” 


One of the reasons for changing 
M ariner’s orbit Thursday 
is to 
increase the area covered by its 
cameras. The mapping plan has 
been revised to occupy two 20-day 
cycles beginning Jan 2, with a third 
cycle possible to fill in open areas. 


The change is also needed because 
the 
storm-caused 
delay 
in 
the 
mapping project will run it into 
February, when data transmissions 
must be shortened because of the 
increasing distance between Earth 
and Mars.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -R e p John M. Ashbrook. R- 
Ohio announced today as a challenger to President 
Nixon in Republican prim aries, saying he would be 
appealing “ to the m ajority sentim ent” in the GOP. 
Ashbrook, a conservative serving his sixth term in 
the House, accused Nixon of allowing the nation's 
m ilitary strength to deteriorate and with failure to 
take "a more forceful position” toward the Soviet 
Union and Red China. 
He said he would oppose Nixon in the March 7 New 
Hampshire prim ary, the first in the nation, and that 
his 
Phase I 
plan then also will include running in 
the Florida primary March 14. 
After that, Ashbrook said, will be his "Phase II” — 
determining 
whether 
his 
campaign, 
“ starting 
basically from zero,” has gained enough support to 
become an all-out national effort 
Ashbrook was interviewed on the CBS Morning 
News program in advance of a news conference later 
in the morning 
Ashbrook said Nixon 
had broken pledges made in 
winning the presidential nomination in 1968 and that 


conservatives could see little difference in many 
administration 
programs 
from 
those 
of

Democrats. 
He said Nixon had accused the Democrats of 
weakening U S defense forces but had allowed the 
situation to get worse. 
Ashbrook said Nixon s decision to visit Red China 
was the final factor that caused him to become a 
challenger to the President. 
The 43-year-old Ohio Republican’s candidacy has 
the support of the National Review and its editor, 
William F. Buckley Jr., as well as the conservative

After signing the controversial measure 
Tuesday at his vacation Villa, Nixon issued

“ We are a nation that pays tribute to the

scorns the 
freeloader who voluntarily opts to be a 


ward of the state,” the President said. 
The work or job-training provision in 
order to keep welfare benefits was written 
into the bill that Nixon signed basically 
came from the President's broad welfare 
reform proposals at the beginning of the 
92nd Congress. The new law takes effect 
July L 


There is a work requirement for welfare 
recipients now, but it generally is up to 
state agencies to decide who must register 
Some states have required registration, 
but many have not. 


Ventura girl will stand trial

Tuesday and said the legality of the commission is a

representation. 
The attorney general is a member of the commission and 
presented the arguments on its behalf. 
His brief was filed in answer to a lawsuit brought by the 
California Legislature asking that the commission be ruled 
illegal. 
The State Supreme Court ruled invalid a section of the 
Constitution providing for geographical representation in 
the Senate following guidelines set down in a 1965 decision 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
Legislators point out that the section invalidated was the 
same one which set up the reapportionment commission 
consisting of five top state officials, to reapportion the state 
if the legislature tails to do so in the first regular session 


No casualties in shootout 


BELFAST,

and 
British soldiers exchanged shots along the Irish Republic 
border today and a hidden sniper opened fire on an army 
truck in Belfast, an army spokesman said. 
There were no casualties. 
The spokesman said four shots were fired at soldiers 
guarding a work crew destroying secondary roads near the 
border The soldiers could not see the gunmen but aimed

Ten minutes later two more shots were fired at the 
soldiers. This time they saw a gunman and returned fire, 
the spokesman said. 
The army has been destroying minor roads leading into 
the Irish Republic to stop the Irish Republican Army (IRA 1 
from smuggling weapons and men into Northern Ireland 
In the Andersontown area of Belfast a hidden gunman 
opened fire on an army truck, the spokesman said. Fire was 
not returned. 
In London an unsigned circular was distributed to news 
media claiming the British Broadcasting Corp 
iBB( > 
censored certain news reports from Northern Ireland 
The circular called for a total ban on BBC newsmen in 
Northern Ireland “ now openly act as censors 
and have 
withdrawn permission for reporters and producers to talk 
to some civil rights leaders and Roman Catholic priests 


after the federal census 
The Democratic controlled legislature passed a measure 
in a special session but Republican Gov. Ronald Reagan 
had indicated he will not sign it 
Lt Gov. Ed Reinecke then convened the special commis­ 
sion to do the job. The commission includes three Re­ 
publicans and two Democrats. 


In his brief Younger said. “ Just because the geographical 
basis has since been held to be unconstitutional" it doesn t 
mean the commission is also unconstitutional 
Younger asks that a court ruling be “ reexamined" which 
specifically stated that the commission provision was inva­ 
lid along with the geographical apportionment because it 
was set up to carry out geographical reapportionment.

WASHINGTON (UPI > —Serious crime rose 6 per cent in 
the first nine months of 1971. FBI Uniform Crime Statistics 
showed today, but Attorney General John N. Mitchell said 
it was the smallest increase for the period since 1966 
The 6 per cent climb in all forms of serious crime from 
January to September this year compared with a 10 per 
cent gain during the same period in 1970. 
However, violent crimes the first nine months ot this 
year increased 10 per cent—the same rate as last year 
Murder, rape and aggravated assault were all higher than 
a year ago. but there were decreases in the rate of 
nonviolent crimes such as burglary, larceny and auto theft. 
Mitchell also pointed out that crime in Washington- the

jurisdiction—fell by almost 14 per cent 
Nationwide, armed robbery, which comprised about two

Vascular disease 
not specific term

Dear Dr. Lamb—Much has 
been said on heart and vas­ 
cular disease, yet we find the 
term vascular disease used 
in other terms of iHness. Just 
what is vascular disease? 
Can it be part of arthritis? 


Dear Reader — Correctly 
speaking, vascular disease 
means disease of any of the 
arteries, veins or the small 
connecting vessels between 
the arteries and veins called 
capillaries. Since the vascu­ 
lar system of arteries, veins, 
and capillaries are every­ 
where almost any disease 
process can involve the vas­ 
cular system. The most com­ 
mon form of vascular dis­ 
ease that causes real trouble 
is atherosclerosis, or fatty 
deposits in the arteries. This 
can be located anywhere in 
the body, causing strokes, 
heart attacks, poor circula­ 
tion to the legs with trouble 
walking, kidney failure and 
o t h e r problems. Vascular 
disease technically includes 
varicose veins and o t h e r 
vein disorders. Even hemor­ 
rhoids are a vascular dis­ 
ease. 


By now you are getting the 
idea that the term vascular 
disease is not a very specific 
term. We use it to help us 
classify disorders, just like 
digestive 
diseases 
include 
indigestion, constipation and 
e v e n gallbladder disease. 
When it is necessary to speak 
about something more spe­ 
cific. other words have to be 
used, like coronary aiter>

Rear I)r. Lamb—I coughed 
up a t a p e worm. Do you 
think I have more? Please 
comment and advise. 
Dear Reader—If you really 
did, you probably have more. 
A tapeworm is a flat ribbon­ 
like worm. The head usually 
has a number of hooks on it 
and it hooks into the intes­ 
tinal w a ll. The ribbonlike 
segments come loose easily, 
but the head does not. I get 
a surprising number of let­ 
ters from people who think 
they have worms. Far more 
than 1 w o u l d have ever 
guessed. So let me empha­ 
size to anyone who e v e r 
coughs up or passes what 
they think are worms—save 
it—and take it to their doc­ 
tor. What to save it in? Put 
it in a small jar of alcohol 
that you can get from the 
drugstore or grocery store. 
Your doctor will likely want 
to do additional examina­ 
tions but it could help him 
a lot if he can see just what 
\ou are talking about. 
I might add that 1 am also 
surprised at the geographic 
location. You live in Wiscon­ 
sin for example — an area 
where cold weather would 
normally make worm infec­ 
tions less likely.

Record drought grips outback

MINNEAPOLIS — (NEA) 
—The youngster with the 
straight brown hair, cover­ 
ing neck and ears, was far 
from the average participant 
at the recent annual meeting 
of the A m e ric a n Public 
H ealth Assn. (APHA) in 
Minneapolis. 
But the ideas concerning 
public health care delivery, 
and enthusiasm toward a 
cause, shown by Dave Schu- 
man of North Minneapolis, 
sparked at least as much in­ 
terest in the weighty sub­ 
jects under discussion as 
any other speaker attending 
this week-long meeting. 
Dave, “ 14, no, I just 
turned 15,” is a former pol­ 
icy board member of the 
Fremont Community Clinic 
in North Minneapolis, “ a 
lower- and m iddle-class 
neighborhood.” Now he just 
“works around,” and does 
“ public relations at meet­ 
ings like this.” 
Community 
or 
“ free” 
clinics are a growing phe­ 
nomenon in neighborhoods 
similar to Dave’s through­ 
out the nation. It is esti­ 
mated that there are some 
175 clinics in 32 states, pro­ 
viding general medical care 
and counseling for more 
than a million and a half 
Americans yearly 
Dave is in the ninth 
grade, “ I was held back 
once,” but his school level 
bears no relationship to the 
empathy and concern shown 
by the brown-eyed boy with 
the ideas of many men. 
“ I got involved by discuss­ 
ing with a iriend and settle­ 
ment w o rk e r why there 
wasn’t 
appropriate 
health 
care here and how could 
good health care be deliv­ 
ered We came up with the 
free clinic which opened 
last April,” he says. 
The free clinics in this 
country vary in types of ad­ 
ministration 
and 
sponsor­ 
ship but, according to Irene

Turner, a representative of 
Chicago’s Medical Commit­ 
tee for Human Rights and 
another APHA speaker, all 
share two common princi­ 
ples related to health care 
delivery. 
“ The first is that care 
must be readily accessible 
to all patients seeking it re­ 
gardless of ability to pay, 
and the second is that the 
community must have con­ 
trolling interest in the plan­ 
ning, organization and ad­ 
ministration of the clinics,” 
she says. 
Dave’s Minneapolis clinic 
has both traits. If a patient 


cannot afford to pay at all, 
health care may indeed be 
free. But, as Dave points 
out, “they don’t have to pay 
money, but they can volun­ 
teer to do janitorial work, 
paint the walls or work as a 
receptionist. ” 
“That’s an out-of-s i g h t 
kind of payment,” chimed 
in one of Dave’s older col­ 
leagues. 
Coming from a family of 
nine children ranging from 
3 to 17, where, at the time, 
both parents were in and 
out of hospitals, Dave ex­ 
plains that he had some very 
personal reasons for desir­ 


ing better health care for 
his community. 
“ We just couldn’t afford 
treatment otherwise. Now, 
for example, my 8-year-old 
sister is getting medicine 
from the clinic for a kidney 
infection. We would have 
had to pay a lot of money 
for that medicine and doc­ 
tors. too. I figured I could 
be helping myself as well as 
other people,” he says. 
The Fremont Community 
Clinic is staffed by about 50 
volunteer physicians, nurses, 
medical aides, receptionists 
and maintenance people. It 
is located in an old church, 
where space is donated by 
the city’s North Side Settle­ 
ment Service, Inc., a social 
service agency. Open every 
Tuesday night, the clinic av­ 
erages about 30 patient visits 
each night. They hope to ex­ 
pand their time available to 
patients in the future. 
Dave has his own prob­ 
lems w ith time. “ I may 
spend five or 40 hours each 
week working for the clinic. 
I average about 15.” 
What does this do to the 
school life of a ninth 
grader? How does he get 
away from school on week­ 
days to carry out what he 
calls “ public relations for 
the clinic” ? 
“ I know the ins and outs 
of the school where I go. 
The teachers treat me pretty 
good and I think they under­ 
stand what I’m doing. Like I 
told the assistant principal 
the other day. I’m inter­ 
ested in learning stuff that 
I need to learn.” 
For Dave that means 
enough “stuff” to eventually 
attend the Minnesota School 
of Agriculture where, if he 
doesn’t have a high school 
diploma, he can pass en­ 
trance exams for admission 
“ I want to start sort of a 
farm pretty much out in the 
country where it’s not so 
crowded.”

'Disruptive' trials 
challenge integrity 
of judicial system

sketches of the Australian 
continent to European map- 
makers, there was a reluc­ 
tant acceptance.

And so for many years they 
used their imaginations to 
draw lakes and rivers in the 
great and thirsty outback 
territory. 
Time, of course, has prov­ 
en the original sketches cor­ 
rect 
So have the bones of many 
men 
To be sure, there are some 
lakes here, even on modern 
maps. Lake Eyre in South 
Australia is more than 100 
miles long and at its fullest 
capacity in more than half a 
century. But the water, as 
desperate men and animals 
have fatally found out, is 
saltier than the Tasman Sea. 
Australia is the driest of 
all the continents. The aver­ 
age rainfall for the mainland 
is only 16.5 inches, compared 


It's not funny, of course. 
Not to the people who live 
in the nation’s most critical­ 
ly arid regions. And not espe­ 
cially at present, when 
much 
of

gripped in a particularly 
wicked drought. 
This is a land where men 
measure water by points, in­ 
stead of inches.

Besides the cattle there is 
the suffering land. Never 
gorgeous, it’s exceptionally 
dismal now. Some few white- 
wood, 
ironwood 
and

trees retain a bit of sickly 
green, but almost every­ 
thing else is faded, blistered 
or dying. Wild flowers are 
practically nonexistent. The 
small plot of grass behind 
the Clark home is gone (al­ 
though a man still dutifully 
mows the dust). The entire 
area has taken on a ghostly 
pallor, looking rather like an 
old black-white film. 
Then there are the abor­ 
iginal natives, who cluster 
on this station in tin shacks, 
and do odd jobs for rent. 
Margaret Clark says the 
lack of rain at Maryvale is 
causing mounting health 
problems 
among 
them: 
“ They are dirtier, so their 
sores don’t heal and the 
dysentery is getting bad. We 
haven’t had anything serious 
here 
yet, 
but 
I 
always 
worry. We’re several hours 
from the doctor, you know ” 


And so it is that the people 
here sit idle in the heat (95 
degrees; 20 per cent humid­ 
ity) and wait for relief. They 
are, of course, concerned, 
sometimes anxious, and little 
the worse for wear. 
But everybody agrees 
things have to get better. 


“ Well,” says the station 
hand, with the droll humor 
characteristic on the fron­ 
tier, “ if it don’t rain we’ll 
just wait ’til the dust piles 
up 
into 
mountains. 
Then 
we’ll rent out skis to the 
American tourists.’’

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
The foundation of the Amer­ 
ican judicial system quivers, 
Lady Justice lifts the edge 
of her blindfold to see what 
is going on out there and a 
puzzled nation wonders what 
can be happening to itself 
when 
the 
courts, 
of 
all 
things, come under attack. 
Most people call it “ court­ 
room d'sruption” but one 
man’s disruption is another 
man’s protest. So everything 
from murdering a judge to 
making motions in court can 
be and has been brought un­ 
der the catch-all label of 
"disruption.” 
However 
you 
describe 
these tu m u ltu o u s trials, 
there have been enough of 
them even within the last 
year to keep everybody in­ 
volved with the law con­ 
cerned : 
• Most recently, the two 
surviving "Soledad Broth­ 
ers,” the black San Quentin 
inmates whose complaints of 
racial injustice have caused 
a rash of in- and out-of-court 
violence, threw a San Fran­ 
cisco courtroom into a chaos 
of scuffling spectators and 
riot policemen during a hear­ 
ing concerning their long-de­ 
layed trial for murdering a 
prison guard last year. The 
case has already led to sev­ 
en deaths, one of California 
county 
judge 
Harold 
J. 
Haley, killed during a court­ 
room escape attempt last 
fall, and of six others who 
died this August during a 
prison escape try. 
• The pretrial hearings 
involving black militant An­ 
gela Davis and Ruchell Ma­ 
gee, accused of complicity 
in 
Haley’s 
death, 
have 
dragged on in an intricate 
melange of propaganda, le­ 
gal maneuvering and racial 
confrontations. Magee, after 


successfully using legal tac­ 
tics to oust two judges in 
the case, succeeded in sep­ 
arating his case from Miss 
Davis’, in the process ac­ 
cusing one judge of being in 
“ direct conspiracy with a 
bunch of insane, sorry, sick 
racist dogs." 
• Black Panther leader 
Huey Newton, being retried 
on a manslaughter charge in 
Oakland, was jailed for two 
hours at one point for what 
Superior Court Judge Harold 
H. Hove called “ contemptu­ 
ous behavior” but what New­ 
ton and his attorney contend­ 
ed was a legitimate attempt 
to defend himself. 
• The 13 defendants in 
the New York Black Panther 
bomb conspiracy trial (all 
later acquitted) maintained 
a verbal attack on Judge 
John M. Murtagh, calling 
him, among other things, “ a 
lying dog.” Murtagh, who 
had earlier suspended the 
trial until the defendants 
agreed to temper their con­ 
duct, sentenced one lawyer 
on contempt for “ sarcasm.” 


• At a New Orleans trial 
of 12 Panthers accused of 
attempted murder of five 
policemen (all later acquit­ 
ted), spectators were frisked 
and photographed by tense 
police anticipating an out­ 
burst that never came. 
• Aggressive Panther lead­ 
er Bobby Seale got into a 
wrestling match with offi­ 
cials in Superior Court in 
New Haven, Conn., during 
his trial on murder charges 
after he tried to leave the 
courtroom as a gesture of 
disgust over selection of a 
jury member he considered 
prejudiced. 
• In the Los Angeles mur­ 
der trial of cultist Charles 
Manson and three female 
codefendants, 
Manson 
re­ 
peatedly fought with his own 
lawyers and 
insulted the 
judge while the women kept 
a running battle going with 
courtroom officials and the 
judge and jurors reported 
receiving telephoned threats. 
To a judicial system al­ 
ready under increasing crit­ 
icism for being too slow, 
too cumbersome, too unre­ 
sponsive and too political, 
these outbursts have come 
as something of a traumatic 
shock whose 
impact out­ 
weighs the fact that "dis­ 
rupted” trials are still the 
exception, not the rule. 
For whatever the realities 
of the situation, people have

until recently had an abiding 
faith in the essential fairness 
of the judicial system. Now 
the young, the black and the 
poor, their frustration often 
erupting in a snarling rage, 
are saying that the system 
is not just to those who dis­ 
agree with heretofore ac­ 
cepted tenets of American 
society. 
"Right now there is a de­ 
liberate, malicious, planned 
erosion of the judicial sys­ 
tem going on, designed to 
strip the essential human 
liberties from everybody in 
this country,” says activist 
attorney William Kunstler, 
calmly but with intense sin­ 
cerity. “ Everybody’s rights 
are going to be affected, 
whether they realize it now 
or not. The real subversives 
in this country are in the 
Supreme Court, the White 
House and the Attorney Gen­ 
eral’s office. It is a deadly 
trend.” 
Kunstler’s attitude is not 
unusual among those usual­ 
ly called “ radicals.” Tom 
Hayden, one of the Chicago 
7 defendants and a respected 
ideologue among would-be 
revolutionaries, has written 
that “ judges are elected or 
appointed by politicians. Be­ 
hind those robes are men 
of political motivation: land­ 
lords. 
underworld 
figures, 
partisan manipulators. Near­ 
ly all of them are white, mid­ 
dle-class, middle-aged, con­ 
servative males. The laws 
they administer favor rich 
against poor, white against 
black, respectable against 
nonconformist.” 
It is only a short step from 
those beliefs to unruly court­ 
room activity, whether it is 
the exploding rage of Bobby 


Seale or the more calculated 
use of the system against it­ 
self of Ruchell Magee. 
“ People are reacting to 
the incredible experience of 
frustration brought on when 
their subjective beliefs clash 
with the reality of the situ­ 
ation,” says Arthur Kmoy, 
a law professor at Rutgers 
University. “ It’s not the way 
the story book says it is.” 
Justified or not, the radi­ 
cals’ complaints have raised 
a vital question. But though 
their protests have not gone 
unnoticed, in many cases 
what has been noticed is the 
form of the protests, not the 
substance. 
President Nixon, for in­ 
stance, said this spring. “ So­ 
ciety must be protected from 
the exploitation of the courts 
by publicity seekers. Neither 
the rights of society nor the 
rights of the individual are 
being protected when a court 
tolerates anyone’s abuse of 
the judicial process. The vast 
majority of Americans are 
grateful to those judges who 
insist on order in their courts 
and who will not be bullied 
or stampeded by those who 
hold in contempt all this 
nation's 
judicial 
system 
stands for.” 
And Delmar Karlen of the 
Institute of Judicial Admin­ 
istration. a court research 
organization, lent a dooms­ 
day note with this comment: 
“ If we don’t have control 
in the courtroom, it is the 
end of the courts, it is the 
end of individual liberty, it 
is the end of government. 
It is that serious.”

Laird interposed to say that 
in all fairness it should be added that 
defense cuts had already affected 
more than 2,700,000 jobs and people 
felt, many in Congress, that the 
Defense Department had moved too 
rapidly. That, said the secretary 
blandly, is a constraint to further 
action at this time. 
Whatever his private convictions, 
no one can fau.i Packard for a lack 
of loyalty either to Laird or to the 
administration. He expressed his 
confidence in President Nixon and 
the importance of his re-election to 
a second term. 
When Packard was named to the 
Pentagon post a lot was heard about 
the military-industrial complex. His 
firm — Hewlett, Packard — has 
about 30 per cent of its business,

Hewlett, Packard in trust with the 
stipulation that any

value go for education and charity. 
During his tenure the stock had 
split two for one and his current 
holding was 7,100,300 shares. This 
represented an accretion in value of 
$18.815,000. which Packard and his

are 
currently 
giving to

variety of recipients. Having begun 
with an initial investment of $600. it 
is an old-fashioned success story, 
and

With the many new

warn of the have 
nots who want the 
h a v e s .

specific. 


The Santa Barbara campus of the 
University of California were faced 
with this particular problem this 
year — bike thieves. They were 
stung by the theft of 1,500 registered 
bicycles during the year, or one in 
every 
four, 
a 
monetary 
loss 
estim ated at $75,000. They launched 
a campaign — "Baffle the Bike 


Beast’’ 
— 
and 
judging 
by 
a 
subsequent 75 per cent decrease in 
thefts and a 36 per cent increase in 
number of stolen bikes recovered, 
the campaign has been successful 
Here's what they did: 
Surveillance by foot patrolmen 
and 
bike-riding 
policemen 
was 
increased both on campus and in 
nearby Isla Vista. 
Students were hired and organized 
into a 12-man bike patrol which 
watches areas of heavy bicycle 
co n c e n tra tio n s 
and 
rep orts 
suspicious activity to the police via 
phone or walkie-talkie. 


Case-hardened chains and special 
locks were purchased by the campus 
book store and were sold to students 
at cost. Ordinary chains can be 
snipped in a matter of seconds. 


Through pamphlets, posters and 
news stories, students were urged to 
register their bikes with the parking 
office; park and lock their bikes 
correctly by putting the rear wheel 
in the rack and looping a case- 
hardened chain through both bike 
frame and rack; inscribed names 
and identification numbers on bikes 
with 
electric 
engraving 
pens 
provided by the police and reported 


to police or the bike patrol any theft 
they witnessed. 
UCSB’s major building com plexes 
in the main campus area are ringed 
with 
four 
miles 
of 
bikepaths, 
com plete 
with 
sp ecially-b u ilt 
bicycle underpasses. 
With 
the 
growing 
number 
of
